DIAGRAM  FOR  PLANTING  BULBS. 


The  real  secret  of  successful  bulb  culture  lies  in 
buying  the  very  best  bulbs.  Months  of  daily  care 
may  be  lavished  upon  an  ordinary  Hyacinth,  and 
the  result  will  be  disappointing ; and  again  there 
is  no  comparison  between  the  pleasure  one  gets 
out  of  a bulb  that  bears  one  Daffodil  and  a bulb 
that  produces  three  to  five  golden  trumpets. 

The  other  secret  of  bulb  culture  is  to  get  a 
wonderful  root  growth  before  the  stem  begins  to 
shoot  up ; light  soil,  plenty  of  water  and  a cool, 
dark  place  will  accomplish  this.  Our  bulbs  are 
imported  direct  by  us ; are  solid,  heavy  and  pos- 
sess the  hardiness  to  resist  wet  and  cold.  We 
handle  only  the  best  varieties  of  each  kind. 

In  the  garden  no  single  class  of  plants  affords 
the  pleasure  that  the  hardy,  spring-flowering  bulbs 
do,  but  during  the  fall,  as  we  see  our  summer 
favorites  one  by  one  failing  and  fading,  we  are 
liable  to  forget  that  this  is  the  time  to  plant  our 
bulbs  in  the  garden  for  early  spring  blooming,  and 
also  to  prepare  our  window  gardens  in  the  house 
for  flowers  during  the  winter  months.

HYACINTHS 

The  Hyacinth  is  undoubtedly  the  “Queen  of  Bulbous  Flowers.”  It  has  been  improved  for  cen- 
turies and  there  are  thousands  of  varieties,  but  after  personal  inspection  of  the  fields  in  Hol- 
land we  offer  the  following  named  varieties  as  being  suited  for  general  culture  and  believe  they 
will  give  satisfaction.  They  are  not  only  beautiful  in  form  and  color,  but  are  exceedingly 
fragrant  so  that  only  a few  flowers  will  fill  a room  with  perfume. 

FOR  INDOOR  PLANTING. — In  Glasses. — Fill  glass  with  pure  soft  water  until  the  water 
touches  bottom  of  the  bulb,  drop  in  a piece  of  charcoal  to  keep  water  from  fouling,  and  place 
glass  in  a cool,  dark  place  until  the  roots  nearly  fill  the  glass.  Change  the  water  if  necessary  to 
keep  it  pure.  When  fully  established  bring  to  light  and  sunshine.  In  Pots. — Use  compost  of 
sand,  well-rotted  cow  manure  and  garden  mould  in  equal  parts.  Plant  one  bulb  in  a four-inch 
pot.  Set  in  cool,  dark  place  about  four  weeks  then  bring  to  light  and  sunshine. 

FOR  OUTDOOR  PLANTING. — Make  beds  a foot  in  depth,  of  compost  outlined  above,  raised 
slightly  above  the  surrounding  surface  for  drainage.  Plant  bulbs  six  inches  apart  and  when 
ground  freezes  cover  with  a few  inches  of  leaves  or  coarse  manure.

These  are  the  same  in  habit,  form  and  color  as  our  best  named 
Dutch  Hyacinths  described  on  page  4.  They  are  offered  by  many 
houses  as  Dutch  Romans,  but  they  are  true  Hyacinths.  The 
bulbs  are  about  as  large  as  white  French  Romans,  being  12  to 
15  centimetres  in  diameter,  or  half  the  size  of  our  first  grade 
named  hyacinths.  The  blossoms  are  in  keeping  with  the  size 
of  the  bulbs  and  while  the  spikes  will  not  be  so  large  as  the  best 
named  hyacinths,  still  the  blossoms  will  be  of  perfect  shape,  fine 
in  fragrance,  and  will  delight  the  grower.  Owing  to  the  smaller 
sizes  of  the  bulbs  they  may  be  planted  3 in  a six-inch  pot  or  5 
in  an  8-inch  pan,  but  if  planted  in  beds  out  of  doors  should  be 
set  no  farther  than  four  inches  apart.

A most  gorgeous  and  satisfactory  spring  flower,  and 
nothing  is  more  showy  on  the  lawn  than  a nice  bed  of 
Tulips,  blooming,  as  they  do,  so  early  in  the  spring.  Their 
ease  of  culture  combined  with  beauty  of  form  and 
gorgeous  coloring,  makes  them  the  most  popular  bulbs 
for  spring  blooming,  and  for  winter  flowering  in  the 
greenhouse  and  window  garden  they  are  incomparable. 
DIRECTIONS  FOR  PLANTING. 

The  soil  for  the  tulip  bed  should  be  strong  and  rich, 
with  sand  sufficient  to  make  it  pliable.  If  the  subsoil 
is  clay  or  extra  heavy  it  is  best  to  take  out  the  soil  to 
a depth  of  eight  inches  and  new  soil  should  be  made  of 
compost  outlined  in  the  instructions  for  Hya- 
cinths on  page  4.  The  early  varieties  for 

massing  or  beds  should  be  planted  about 
5 inches  apart.  The  larger  Darwin  sorts 

should  be  planted  about  6 inches  apart 
in  beds.  Among  the  shrubbery  or  in  bor- 
ders they  can  be  placed  as  desired.  Set 

them  at  least  5 inches  under  the  surface  and 
after  the  ground  freezes  cover  them  with  sev- 
eral inches  of  leaves  or  litter, 
allow  to  remain  till  all  frost  is 
out  of  the  ground  in  spring. 
It  is  not  necessary  that  the 
tulip  be  protected  but  the  cov- 
ering helps  to  slower  growth 
and  our  experience  is  that  tu- 
lips bloom  best  and  grow 
tallest  and  most  robust  when 
they  grow  slowly.  Tulips  can 
be  grown  in  pots  in  the  house, 
allowing  a 4-inch  pot  for  a 
single  bulb  or  four  bulbs  may 
be  planted  in  a 7-inch  pan.  In 
growing  them  indoors  they 
should  be  kept  in  a cool  dark 
place  for  three  months  after 
planting,  so  that  they  may 
gain  full  root  growth  before  top  growth 
begins.  A cave  or  root  cellar  which  is  kept 
at  low  temperature  is  best  for  this  purpose 
and  only  a limited  amount  of  water  (just 
enough  to  keep  the  earth  moist)  should 
be  given  them  until  they  are  brought  to 
the  living  rooms  for  blooming,  after 
which  time  plenty  of  water  and  as  much 
sun  as  possible  should  be  given.  If  the 
flower  begins  to  bloom  prematurely,  or 
before  the  stem  is  grown,  place  a paper 
cone  over  the  bulb,  leaving  a hole  about 
2 inches  in  diameter  at  top  of  cone.  This 
will  tend  to  draw  the  flower  up  to  the 
light  and  thus  lengthen  the  stem. 

Many  planters  use  Snowdrops,  Scillas  or 
Crocus  to  plant  between  the  Tulips  in  fall- 
planted  beds,  so  that  they  may  have  earl- 
ier flowers  than  furnished  by  the  Tulips 
and  a longer  display  of  blossoms  in  one 
bed.  It  is  suggested  also  that  early  and 
late  flowering  Tulips  planted  alternately 
in  a bed  will  furnish  Tulips  in  bloom  for 
fully  thirty  days  in  spring.  Others  set 
pansy  plants  between  the  Tulip  bulbs  and 
after  frost  cover  the  beds  so  that  the 
pansies  survive  and  come  into  bloom  in 
spring  just  as  the  tulips  are  fading  away. 

Many  prefer  to  destroy  the  Tulip  bed  as 
soon  as  the  blooms  have  passed  and  set 
the  bed  to  Geraniums  or  other  summer 
bedding  plants.  No  matter  in  what  man- 
ner you  choose  to  use  the  Tulip  it  will 
certainly  give  you  abundant  returns  in 
flowers  for  the  small  sums  invested.
